04 ) 
Firſt, There was ſexpral Popiſh and Je- 
ſutical Veſtments, Copes'and Hoods, - moſt 
of them of filk embroidered with ſilver and 
gold lace, in pictures, efhigies'of Croſles and 
other \Popiſh ' Hieroglyphicks; : and theſe 
words 10 forſed in letters! of golden em- 
broidery, ORA PRO ANIMA M. 0. 
&c. which were placed upon the long ſtake 
over the fire.

To them were adjoyned leveral Popiſh 
Pictures with frames and without, together 
with Crucifixes and Images -of brals and 
ivory, Beads an innumerable onany; one 
or two:Popiſh Bulls in Parxchment of a con- 
ſiderable length, having broad leaden Seals; 
many.Popiſh Trinkets and Reliques, an 
bones of Saints; or ſuch preſumed. 
.:. To which 1 will only add'ſeven Trunks 
full of Popiſh Maſs-Books, Catechiſms, and. 
ethers of various kinds, 'tending to the fub. 
verſion of the Proteſtant and promoting of 
_the-Popiſh Religionand Inecreft,  - ;; 5: - 
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All 
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All theſe were. burning within the hours 
of 1 1.12.and 1. of the Clock, at which time 
they were wholly extinguiſhed. 

Now, Sir, I have no more at preſent bur. 
only co wiſh we may proceed by degrees, 
cill we have prevented if not overcome our 
fatal Enemies, till then I am.
